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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is the position of the examiner that the prior art 
has disclosed the same basic structure of the instantly claimed invention. That is, a unitary soft core containing particles of an active 
agent encased by a brittle shell that exhibits improved organoleptic properties. It is further the position of the examiner that the broad 
disclosure of the prior art would render the instantly claimed invention obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the instantly 
claimed invention was made.
